by a famous Divifion fome time before how eafily they 
could have thwarted that Step had they been fo inclin’d ; 
which ought to fatisfy all Europe, that *tis not the Mi. 
niftry but the Malecontent Patriots who do all the little 
Good, that is done in Britain.

but we muft preferve the Friendthip of the King of 
Prufiia, becaufe his co-operating with us in the Com- 
mon Caufe would be of the ucmoft Confequence in this 
Critical Conjunéture. No quettion this Hint was kindly 
piven to the Adminiftration ; and yet fome fhrewd 
People pretend to fay thefe Compliments might as well 
have been deferred, till the Publick had fcen what Step 
this powerful and magnanimous Prince will take, in 
order to reitore the general Peace, and to give the 
Houle of Aufiria an Opportunity of defending itlelf in 
Italy, in cafe its Dominions fhould be attacked on that 
Side. I fay, fome Folks have ftarted this Objection ; 
but [ fhall not dwell upon it, fince I am perfwaded all 
Parties think alike on this Head, and are exceedingly 
deftrous we fhould live on good Terms with a Prince, 
fo nearly related to our Crown by the Ties of Blood, 
Religion, and Interett. 

‘Thus the Patriots are perfe€tly confiftent in the Senfe 
this Author underftands it, that is, in uniformly decry- 
ing whatever the Adminiltration undertakes, is what no 
Creature who has read their Papers, or heard their 
Speeches, can doubt. but this Gentleman, to put it 
full more out of Queflion, will needs prove it, and in 
order thereto begins with the Spaniards. The Patriots, 
he fays, never ceafed complaining of their Depreda- 
tions, Infults and Cruelties ; true, but they have alfo 
upbraided the Adminifration with not perceiving the 
Friendfhip of Spain in 1725, at the Expence of our, fo- 
lemn Treaties, and even at the Expence of our Interefts. 
I own this looks a little like Inconfiftency at firft Sight ; 
but if we confider, that without acting thus the Male- 
content Patriots muft at fome time or other have ap- 
proved the Meafures of the Adminiftration, the Difficulty 
vanihes, and we fee they only differ in the inconfider- 
able Point of making the fame Act right and wrong ; 
but in the principal Affair are abfolutely confiftent, and 
fteadily maintain the Miniflry are always wrong; which 
if they had not done, we might have jultly charg’d them 
with differing from themfelves. As to the Detences of 
the Spaniards, and there being written as it were for 
Hire; thefe are pure Effects of Ca/ed’s natural Difpofi- 
tion. He miftakes whatever does not coincide with 
publick Clamour, for Spanib Defence; and his Ac- 
quaintance with Bufinefs naturally makes him talk of 
Hire. In all this be, like his Patrons, is perfectly con- 
fittent; but, like them, has the Misfortune to be fome- 
times a little miftaken ; that’s all. 

Inftantly we pafs to the Choice made of Admiral 
VERNON to command our Fleets in the Wef? Indies. 
This, as thefe Writers ftate the thing, one would think 
muft draw them into an [nconfiflency. For if Mr. Ver- 
non was, as they fuggelt, a rank, figmatis'd Patriot, (odd 
Words I confefs, but of their choofing) if, 1 fay, he was 
any thing like this, nothing could more refemble an 
Aét of generous Concern for the Publick, or difintereited 
Refpeét for Merit, than making choice of this Genile- 
man on fuch an Occafion. It muft naturally afford the 
greateft Pleafure to the Britis Nation to fee on the 
breaking out of a War, that the Minittry, inttead of 
fending to the Weft Indies a Perfon vifibly in their own 
Sentiments all along, fent for one who had differed with 
them in Judgment, and gave him the Command, merely 
becaufe they-conceived him a proper Perion to execute 
the Defigns they had formed. Such, I fay, were the 
Thoughts a Proceeding of this Kind muft naturally ex 
cite. But the confiftent Patriots decry this as they do 
all other Meafures, and to be rid of it fay, that either 
this. was done maugre the all-powerful M » O 
elfe, if it was his Work, Vernon was to have been facri 
ficed like Hofer. ‘Thefe Suggettions evidently argue 
Uncertainty on one hand, and Malice on the other 5 but 
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a difficult Plunge it was, and the Craft/man is not to be 
blam’d for gettung out at any rate, tho’ cout.nt with a 
litle Dirt on his sides. . 

But I mutt own I think Mr. D Anvers dwells on this 
Matter too jong, and .ffects to defend too many Para- 
doxes. At the time the Paper he cenfured appeared, 
there were great Divifions reigning amongit us. We 
were aH out of queftion pleated at the taking of Ports 
Bello 5, the Man who is difquieted at her Succets, mut be 
an Enemy to his Country. We were I dare {ay all 
alike fatisfy’d with Admiral Kernon and his Bravery 
thewn on that Occafion. But the Mi.iortune was, that 
fome Pcople laboured then, as they have done ever 
fince, to make the Glory of his Majeity’s Arms throw 
a Shade on his Adminiftration. In order to this, much 
Pains was taken to propagate abundance of idle Stories 
about the Phrafe of Six Ships only, and to chefe, not at 
all to the Admiral or his Succefs ought the Bufinefs of 
Capt Hail to be referred, which is cited with fo much 
‘Triumph in the Craft/man. Some People think it law- 
ful to employ their Wits in coining Stories, forging Let- 
ters, and afcribing Complaints to our Admiral be knows 
nothing off; and becaufe fome Perfons oppofe thefe ill- 
grounded J ales, and treat their Authors with the Ridi- 
cule they deferve, immediately it is the Admiral attack’d 
“by the Minittry. But pray what is all chat is faid in the 
Gazetteer. to the Attacks made on his Reputation from 
another Quarter? ‘I he attributing to him a Refolution 
to act in sis own Way, and fhew little or no Refpedt to 
his Orders. 

The owning that for his Jaft glorious Exploit before 
Carthagena, the Adminiltration directed the lower and | 
Park Guns to fire, the Ringing of bells, Illuminations, 
and other ou:ward Demontftrations of Joy, and then pre- 
tending to prove all this done againil the grain, by Mr. 
D’ Aavers’s afluring us he obferv'’d the Court-party put 
on awkward, half-pleas’d Countenances, when they were 
oblig’d to applaud the Admiral’s Actions. Thig judging 
by Looks, and deciding by Mens Alpects, againit nar 
only their Words but their Actions, and thofe too con- 
demning themlelves in cafe they were not in earnett, is 
acting on the Maxims of the IJmquifvtion, and taking 
from thofe they defame all Power of Defence. Of the 
fame Stamp is the alledging the Choice of the Admiral 
in one Place as a Mark ot Refpe&, and mifconitruing 
the fame intended Refpect in putting him up for London. 
The bafe Reficétion lugg’d in on this Circumitance, on 
two very diftinguith’d and deierving Citizens, is altege- 
ther worthy of the Perion from whom it comes, and the 
more fo becau‘e ‘tis like the reft, an unfounded, unfup- 
ported Calumny. What Reafon is there to imagine a 
Perfon every way equal to the Truit, in the Opinion 
even of one of the Patriot Candidates deliver’d folemaly 
on the Huftings, and another Perion whole Pretenfions 
were as fair as any other Candidate's, thould have Re- 
courfe to a little Artifice like this? Or why fhould not 
their fetting up with Admiral Vernon be underitood as 
they defign’d it, a Mark of their Refpect for that wor- 
thy Perion, and an Approbation of his Conduct ? Muf 
a Court be disbeliev’d when it acts fairly and with Can- 
dour, becaufe maliciows Men can invent bafe Colours 
for whatthey do? And mutt Patriot Charges be efleemd 
fully proved on the Evidence of Looks fuipecied by none 
but their own Spies? If this will do, then need they not 
de(pair of their next Motion ; but if it will not do, they 
may ; for except Sufpicions and Affertions, expect from 
them no kind of ‘Teflimony. The firll Kule which 
thefe Folks lay down as to Evidence is, Believe not all 
the World againft them 5 and the next, Believe them 
againtt all the World. 

The Conclufion is a fit Conclufion for fuch a Paper ; 
it is calculated to alarm the Reader, by infinuating that 
poflibly we may Mave bad News from Carthagena ; and 
to raile his Spleen by fuggetting, that if we receive good 
News, they may poflibiy not be thought fo by tome 
People. At this Rate, what can pleaie, what can fa- 
uusfy, what can keep the Nation quiet, or rather, what 
can be efleem’d innocent, or how fhall our Governors 
aét to avoid Ceniure ?

But inafmuch as the Author of the Review has faid 
a great many fevere Things on the Means made ufe of 
to bring thefe Ends about, it will be neceflary to juftify 
them, which may be done with great Facility ; fince 
all that Author advances is the pure Effects of Spleen, 
and owes’ the little Appearance it has of Reafon to the 
ftrongeft Mifreprefentations. 

It isin the firft Place alledged, That a Squadron was 
fent into the Ba/tick for no other End than to induce

Our Fleet was fent to 
the Baltick to prevent the Effet of fome Negociation 
‘fet on foot in the North, for furthering the fecret De- 
figns of the Courts of Vienna and Madrid. 1 call them 
fecret Defigns, becaufe nothing appeared ia the T'reaties 
which were publifhed to the World, that needed the 
Support of the Alliances then fet on foot ; and as in the 
Opinion of the Malecontent Patriots, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty had then the ableft Council in Europe, it could not 
| be believed that all thefe Movements could be made to 
| little Purpofe. Befides this, fome of the Purpofes for 

which they were made had come to our Knowledge, 
and appeared to deferve our uimoft Concern. ‘The 

Imperial Minifters made no Scruple of declaring, that 
_their Maflerwas upon the Point of looking upon him- 

felf as releas’d from his Guarantee of the Protettant 

Succeifion ; which carried the greater Appearance of

But 
let it be remembred, that at the time our Fleet lay in 
the Wef Indies, nothing was wanting to compleat the 
dangerous Scheme formed by the Vienna Allies, but the 
Treafures on board the Galleons, and it will be eafily 
difcern’d, that our Squadron went on our own and not 
on a French Errand. On the other hand, if we do but 
recollect, our own Merchants, as well as the Dutch and 





French, had very large Stakes in the Cargoes of thofe 
Ships, we ffiall not be at a lofs for the Caufe, why we 
did not feize the Galleons, tho’ it has fince appear’d 
that Porto Bello might have been taken with fix Ships 
only. The Circumftances of things will always regulate 
the Councils of wife Men, and tho’ it was certainly a 
heavy Lofs, a great Misfortune, our lofing fo many 
Officers and able Sailors in that Expedition, yet on the: 
Whole it was an Advantage to the Nation, that we car- 
ried our Point here as well as elfewhere, and did all that 
we expected to do, indeed all that in fuch a Junéture 
we could defire ty do. 

The Siege of Gibraltar is another Topick of Re- 
proach. lhe Member of Parliament {ays plainly, that 
our Allies gave us no Affiflance, and were at no Ex- 
pence | proteit I cannot tell what to fay to this. Our 

\l ics augmented their Forces as well as we did ours; 
France granted >ubfidies to the Northern Powers as weil 
as we, and took the neceflary Precautions, by defhling 
Troops towards the Frontiers of the Dutch Dominions, 
to have fuccoured them in cafe they were attack’d; and 
then as to the particular Siege of Gibraltar, the French 
might and would have made a powerful Diverfion thro" 
Rouffillon, if we had not declind it merely to. prevent @ 
general War, which might have been fatal to the Inter- 
eft of the Houje of Auffria, a thing which would have 
given our Adminiftration great Concern. But was this 
fatal to the Nation, did we lofe either our Reputation, 
or an Inch of Ground by this Conduét? No, Gibrastar 
was preferv’d without any foreign Affiftance, the Spa- 
niards lot a prodigious Number of Men in that foolifh 
Attempt, and all Europe faw with Amazement, that the 
Vienna Allies, notwithftanding all the Airs they had 
given themielves, were not able to carry one fingle 
Point, and that our Moderation was fo great, as to pafs 
by fome Advantages, that the Court of Viensa might 
have ‘Sime to difcover its Errors, for as to the Court of 
Madid, it began {peedily to acknowledge them, and 
pretended at leaft a ftrong Difpofition to adjuft all Dif- 
terences candidly, and to fet every thing right. 

Thus we have thewn from its Confequences, that the 
Treaty of Hanover was not fuch a Treaty as the Male- 
contents would repreient it. It was not a Treaty calcu- 
lated purely to diltrefs the Houfe of Aufiria, or with any 
Defign to aggrandize the Power of France, to neither of 
which it did in the leaft contribute. Whereas the Trea 
of Vienna, if the Emperor acted fincerely, mutt have
